Fifth graders at South Elementary on 
Monday afternoon were getting ready to 
educate their younger fellow students 
about Election 2000. Their teacher, Steve 
Zrike. urged them to keep their presen- 
tations to the allotted five-minute time 
limit.

The South students were expected to 
give team presentations on Wednesday 
addressing the biographies and_ plat- 
forms of the major parties’ candidates.

Armed with a Boston newspaper's 
studentelection supplements, the stu- 
dents broke into groups of five to work 
on their presentations. Queried about 
who they plan to vote for, many were 
uncertain. but on the whole, the stu- 
dents leaned toward George W. Bush. 

“He’s easier to understand,” said 


many students, who were assigned to 
watch one of the presidential debates to 
help them form an opinion. 

“Tm voting for George Bush,” said 
Trip Stevens, of Gardner Avenue, 
“because I'm a Republican. I believe peo- 
ple shouldn't do what the government 
telis them, they should do it their own 
way.” 

“Bush is more into the community. 
He makes people laugh. Gore is more 
stiff and not as easy to understand,” said 
Ben Rosenzweig. Another student noted 
that Gore “wears too much makeup!” 

Steven Goldshein of Roulston Circle 
said that he plans to vote for Bush 
because “I want to know what it’s like to 
have a Republican president.” However, 
he added, “If I told my grandfather, he'd 
dissect me alive.” 

Some students were more reflective. 
Chelsea Gerard of Andover Street said,

In the midst of public meetings to 
improve Main Street, a group of 18 MIT 
graduate students and their teacher want 
to remind the town not to forget about Pow 
der Mill Square, Dundee Park, the Andover 
train station and the Shawsheen River - a 
large area near Main Street, but a part of 
the downtown that often gets overlooked, 
they say. 

To ensure that this area of town is better 
developed, Andover is conducting a so- 
called triangle study, says Planning Direc- 
tor Steve Colyer. 

Colyer is overseeing the work of three 
teams from MIT’s Department of Urban 
Studies and Planning. These teams are tar- 
geting the area known as the “triangle,” 
which includes land between North Main 
Street, Essex Street and the Shawsheen 
River, including Dundee Park and Powder

“What is interesting about that area is 
that it’s not the downtown, and it is a little 
bit forgotten,” says second-year student 
Adam Varat, who is working towards his 
master’s degree in city planning.

Editor, Townsman: 

Our youth say the rites of passage in 
our town are to go to school, get good 
grades, play sports, get into a good col- 
lege, but keep out of the way! There is a 
drug problem with some youth. Families 
are not as cohesive as they used to be. 
Sometimes I fear youth in our town are 
withdrawing from mainstream Andover. 

We want youth to be responsible, but 
we do not give them legitimate responsi- 
bilities. We need to give them ways to be 
responsible, a way to be part of the com- 
munity. They also need their own turf. 
On Friday night where do they go? Name 
three places, and you might not approve 
of at least two of them. 

As | looked out my office window at 
the Stowe School in the 1970s and ’80s, 
these were the prevailing issues at the 
time. How things change and still stay 
the same. 

Some other things stay the same, too. 
We proposed a radio station for the high 
school. Al Greenberg was chairman of 
the Finance Committee and was in the 
process of getting a license for the stu- 
dents. The total spending was about 
$5,000. On Town Meeting floor it became 
a financial casualty, and was eliminated. 

In 1969 Bill Doherty, in his 38th year as 
a School Committee member, invited me 
to lunch. It was my first day as superin- 
tendent of schools. He said he had heard 
from the Finance Committee for all those 
prior years that this was a bad year. For 
the next 23 years I had the honor of being 
the superintendent in Andover, and | 
heard for all those years, “this is a bad 
year.” That makes 61 “bad years.” 

The questions and complaints were 
always the same. We need more informa- 
tion. The site is not good. We have 
enough already. We cannot afford it. 
Then there was the eternal clincher, “it is 
only a small answer to a bigger problem.” 
That is not to say the Fiance Committee 
did not work hard and wisely, and that its 
monitoring did not help in making 
Andover what it is. 

I am saying our youth are more in 
need of our support and confidence than 
at any other time in my memory. When 
you challenge them and lift the standard, 
they act responsibly and with a maturity 
beyond their years. 

I have reviewed the Andover Youth 
Foundation proposal. I am impressed 
with the depth of thinking and planning 
this cross section of the community has 
produced. I would urge people to find out 
what the plan is, listen carefully to the 
issue, and I think they, too, will support 
the passage of Article 11. 

Go to Special Town Meeting on Mon- 
day, Nov. 14. Register your sentiments. It 
is time to do the right thing.

“I feel that the 
only way to have an 
intelligent public 
debate on the subject 
is to have people 
actually take the 
test,” she said. “You 
learn by doing.” 

Her idea is to have 
a two-hour testing session on a 
Saturday with one hour for 
math and one hour for Eng- 
lish. The sample test could be 
followed, she said, by another 
hour of discussion. Tucker is 
working with the state Depart- 
ment of Education to cull ques- 


tions from currently available 
sample tests to create her pro- 
posed exercise, which she has 
dubbed “the MCAS Chal 
lenge.” 

Tucker also asserted that 
although she wants to have the 
sample tests graded, perhaps 
on the spot, no one’s score 
would be made public. The 
point of the exercise is not to 
see how adults score, she said, 
but rather to help answer the 
question, “Is this what we 
want our students to know and 
be able to do in the tenth 
grade?” 

The School Committee was 
receptive to Tucker's idea. 

“If the parents have some 
understanding of this test, | 
think it would be all to the 
good,” said Frank “Skip” 
Eccles. More than one commit- 
tee member admitted having 
reservations about MCAS, 
while supporting the general 
principle of assessment. 

Tucker said that if the pro-

Howevel 


money if it aqaheres 


Elm Square 


As one of the widest and busiest inter- 
secticns in town, Elm Square poses a 


great challenge to David Giangrande of 


Design Consultants Inc., who wants to 
make Main Street safer and more efficient 
for pedestrians and traffic 

At a public meeting where Giangrande 
presented his proposal to residents and 
officials, the general consensus was that 
Elm Square has some major problems. 

“The problem with that spot is that it is 
very pedestrian-unfriendly,” said resident 
Tom Cody 

“Elm Square is a lot of paving. It's a lit- 
tle daunting to pedestrians,” agreed land- 
scape consultant Elaine Johnson of Press- 
ley Associates, who will focus on the aes- 
thetic dimensions of the design. 

It doesn't look as though any signifi- 
cant reconstruction of the intersection is 
possible, however, said Planning Director 
Steve Colyer, because the intersection of 
Elm Street, Central Street, Essex Street, 
and Main Street is anything but a square. 

“There are no S0degree angles,” he 
said. “It’s an awkward intersection.” 

“There are essentially 7 approaches 
that come into that intersection,” said 
Giangrande. “It makes it very difficult. 
We'd like to tighten it up some, but the

Residents have a lot more leeway in 
the aesthetic matters, explains Elaine 
Johnson of Pressley Associates.

Residents 
will be able to choose what types of trees, 
lamp posts, trash receptacles and other 
details they would like to see. 

However, as of the last public hearing 
Wednesday, Oct. 25, many residents in 
attendance argued they were not quite 
ready to discuss the aesthetic details of 
the project, since they were not yet com 
fortable with the engineering plans. 

Rather than hold several more public 
hearings and cost the town extra money, 
Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski agreed 
to appoint a task force of residents to 
make recommendations to the town and 
hold informational meetings for the pub- 
lic 

Mass. Highway has not yet officially 
approved even the earliest stages of the 
engineering, Says Giangrande.

Residents fear traffic dangers 


Will two day-cares = nightmare? 


By Rebecca Piro 

If a new day-care center goes 
in at 516 South Main St. right 
across the state highway from 
the already-established Cuddle 
Care, it might mean survival of 
the fittest in more ways than one, 
say some Andover residents and 
officials. 

The safety of children and par- 
ents is in jeopardy if the Plan- 
ning Board grants a permit to 
Next Generation Children Cen- 
ter, say residents who gathered 
at a Tuesday, Oct. 24 meeting. 
The already-congested traffic on 
Route 28 will only get worse, and 
constructing a day-care center 
right across the street from Cud- 
dle Care is overkill, they say. 

Safety is really the biggest 
worry, says Timothy Dunn, a 
resident of Colonial Drive who 
drops his child off at Cuddle Care 
five days per week. 

“The speed limit on (Route) 28 
is 45 miles per hour as posted. 
People usually drive upwards of 
10 miles per hour over that. Put 
kids into that mix and, to me, it’s 
not an area that you need to be 
adding (onto) the volume of 
cars,” he says. 

Cuddle Care owner Gwen 
Hedrick has operated her busi- 
ness at 511 So. Main for 12 years, 
and says she’s watched her cus- @ 
tomers fight the traffic every

“It would be another 200 cars across the 
street trying to get in,” she says. “If you've 
got people coming in here and coming in 
there, it could potentially be a real gridlock.” 

“There’s the day-care across the street that 
has 90 kids, a temple nearby, plus how close 
(the site) is to the Route 125 interchange and 
the speed at that level is all the ingredients 
for danger. For us to ignore it and put blind- 
ers on would be irresponsible,” says Chair- 
man Michael Miller. 

That’s why the board ordered a traffic 
study to be done, despite Attorney Mark 
Johnson’s argument that the Dover Amend- 
ment protects child-care facilities from such 
scrutiny. 

The addition of cars would be only one 
challenge to Hedrick’s existing business. 
Some of her loyal customers say they worry 
that the competition of a new, larger day care 
right across the road could potentially take 
away her business. 

But when residents petitioned the Plan- 
ning Board to prevent another day care’s con- 
struction, the board refuséd. 

The Planning Board’s role is only to 
review the site and make recommendations 
for the residents’ and developer’s well being, 
says Chairman Michael Miller. The board 
does not have the right to tell developers 
what they can use their land for. 


“It’s not a question of need,” says Planning 
Director Steve Colyer, noting the Planning 
Board must review the site as though it is just 
another commercial enterprise. “There is no 
saturation point or anything.” 

Hedrick isn't worried about her business. 

“We're well-established,” she says. “I don’t 
think it would significantly impact us.” 

“My clients are very comfortable that this 
is a good location for a very successful day- 
care center,” says Johnson. 

Joseph LaGrasse, the architect for the pro- 
ject, says it is the number of vehicles travel- 


ing down Route 28 that makes the number of 


nursery schools and day cares in that area 
work. 

The project has not yet received approval 
from the state for a curb cut off Route 28, 
Hedrick says. If the state decides that the traf- 
fic situation is too dangerous for another 
development, it won't be the first time Next 
Generation was refused a site in Andover. 
About a year and a half ago the Planning 
Board denied a permit to Next Generation at 
a Lowell Street location, just across the street 
from Raytheon where the traffic is already 
intense, says Colyer. Next Generation also 
looked into a site on River Road, but aban- 
doned that idea when it found that the loca- 
tion was mostly swampland, he adds. 

The board will reconvene on the hearing 
Nov. 28, at which time the developer will pre- 
sent traffic data for review, says LaGrasse.

Challenging Democrat Ted Kennedy for 
his U.S. Senate seat from Massachusetts are 
Libertarian candidate Carla Howell, Republi- 
can candidate Jack E. Robinson III, Unen- 
rolled candidate Dale Friedgen, Timesizing 
Not Downsizing candidate Philip Hyde III, 
and Constitution Party candidate Philip 
Lawler 

Of the eight Massachusetts ballot ques- 
tions. the first two are proposed amendments 
to the constitution, and the last six are laws 
proposed by initiative petition. 

The first question regards how soon the 
results of the most recent federal census can 
be used in state redistricting. The proposed 
amendment would allow census data to be 
used two years after the census rather than 
the current four years. Thus, approving 
Question 1 will allow the state to apply the 
most recent census data in redistricting for 
the 2002 state elections. The state legislature 
yoted unanimously on June 28 to approve 
this measure 

Question 2 proposes to limit the voting 
rights of incarcerated felons. The proposed 
amendment would prevent such persons 
from voting for U.S. senator or congressional 
representative, as well as governor, lieu- 
tenant governor, state senator, state repre- 
sentative, and various other state offices. The 
legislature most recently approved this mea- 
sure on June 28 by a vote of 144 to 45. 

Question 3 proposes a law banning dog 
racing, or greyhound racing, In Massachu- 
setts as a form of gambling, with a penalty of 
not less than $20,000 for violators. Supporters 
of this measure include the Animal Rescue 
League and the MSPCA. Those against the 
ban note that the racing is regulated and “no 
violations of animal welfare regulations have 
been documented” in the state. 

Question 4 is a measure that has attracted 
a great deal of attention, because It proposes 
to roll back the state income tax from the cur- 
rent 5.85 percent to 5 percent in steps over 
three years. Advocates of this measure say It 
merely keeps a promise made to the citizens 
of Massachusetts by the legislature when it 
raised the rate above 5 percent in 1989. Oppo- 
nents say a tax rollback would jeopardize the 
state’s goals for education, health care, and 
the economy. (See sidebar, page 17.) 

Question 5 pursues the goal of compre- 
hensive health-care coverage for all Massa 
chusetts residents. In particular, it provides 
for what is essentially a Massachusetts 
patients’ bill of rights. The new law would 
require health-insurance carriers to provide 
certain rights to patients and providers, such 
as the right of a patient to choose his or her 
own health-care provider, and the right of 
providers to prescribe the care that they 
deem necessary. In addition, the law would 
prohibit the conversion of non-profit hospi- 
tals. HMOs, and health insurers into for-prof- 
it entities until the goal of universal coverage 
is reached. A state Health Care Council 


would be set up to achieve these ends. 

In contrast to fundraising efforts for and 
against the other ballot questions, there is a 
sizable” disparity in fhe amount of money 


raised on both sides of Question 5. According 
to the state Office of Campaign and Political 
Finance, as of October 15, the two coalitions 
opposing Question 5, the Coalition for Health 
Care and Vote For Health: Yes on 5 have 
raised a total of $137,215 and spent $123,006. In 
contrast. the No on 5 Coalition has raised 
$1,393,607 and spent $864,101. 

Question 6 is tied to Question 4 in the 
minds of many people, as it also has to do 
with reducing the tax burden. This law would 
refund Massachusetts tolls and motor-vehicle 
excise taxes in the form of a personal income 
tax credit for individuals and a corporate 
excise tax credit for corporations whose 
employees pay tolls on company time. 

Also tax-related is Question 7, which pro- 
vides for a tax deduction for charitable con- 
tributions. Massachusetts is one of eight 
states that does not already allow such a 
deduction, and ranks close to the bottom in 
charitable giving, according to the measure’s 
supporters. Sen. Michael Worrissey argues 
that the change would create a loophole for 
the rich. 

Lastly, Question 8 would change state laws 
to divert money collected from fines paid and 
property forfeited in connection with drug 
crimes into a proposed Drug Treatment Trust 
Fund. Currently, the money is divided 
between prosecutors and police departments. 
The measure is part of an apparent effort to 
shift the emphasis in the state’s drug strategy 
from imprisonment to treatment for lesser 
drug offenders. 

The state legislature has not taken a posi- 
tion on Questions 3 through 8. 

According to Maria Bartlett, president of 
the League of Women Voters of 
Andover/North Andover, the state LWV has 
taken the following positions on five of the 
eight ballot questions: 

Question 2, No; Question 4, No; Question 5, 
Yes: Question 6, No; Question 8, Yes.

Right time or wrong solution?

Voters will decide this Tuesday, Nov. 7 
whether the state income tax rate will stay at 
its current 5.85 percent or return to 5 percent 

a reduction some call a_ long-awaited 
promise from the legislature, but others call a 
risk to the health of the state’s economy. 

Question 4 proposes an income tax rate 
reduction from the current 5.85 percent to 5 
percent over a three-year period. The present 
rate is a result of a decision made 11 years 
ago by state legislature to combat a fiscal cri- 
sis. 

When the state decided to raise the rate in 
1989, it was only on the condition that the rate 
would eventually reverse when the economy 
improved, says Chip Ford, co-chairman of A 
Promise to Keep: 5%, a political activist 
group in support of Question 4. 

That is a promise that taxpayers must 
force the government to keep, says Ford. 

“A promise was made that the increase 
would be temporary. It’s time to keep the 
promise,” he says. 

The economy has been booming now for 
years, agrees Chip Faulkner, associate direc- 
tor of the Citizens for Limited Taxation, 
which is also in support of Question 4. With 
its surplus of about $1.2 billion, the state gov- 
ernment can certainly afford the rollback, 
and the tax cut would only help relieve tax- 
payers’ burdens and boost the economy, 
Faulkner says. 

Working middle-class families would 
receive between $250 and $300 total by the 
time the rollback is fully implemented, 
Faulkner says, and lower taxes would make 
Massachusetts more competitive and desir- 
able to new businesses. 

Question 4 proposes a tax cut straight 
across the board, which Faulkner admits 
results in less money back in the pockets of 
lower- and middle-class families. However, 
this tax cut is better than no tax cut, he says. 

“Virtually everyone gets a tax cut, and the 
higher the income the higher the tax cut,” he 
says. “We think that is fair.” 

But that gain - which would amount to 
approximately $1.2 billion after the three 
years — is not worth the sacrifice, argues Jim 
St. George, executive director of Tax Equity 
Alliance for Massachusetts (TEAM). Not only 
would the richest one percent of the popula- 
tion get more money back than the bottom 60 
percent combined, but the money would be 
more wisely used by investing it in education 
and health care, he says. 
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“It (amounts to) 50 or 60 cents a day when 
(the rollback) is fully phased in, that (middle- 
class families) would save, and we contrast 
that to the lost opportunities of improving 
schools and expanding health care,” says St. 
George. “We think there is a better way to use 
these resources.” 

While Faulkner says that lower taxes will 
improve the economy, St. George argues that 
lowering the tax rate will do the opposite, 
because the state will lose funds to make 
tomorrow's work force as competent as it 
needs to be. 

“We need (to make sure) that our workers, 
who are students, develop the skills to be part 
of the new economy,” St. George says. “Do we 
want to continue investing in our greatest 
assets, the people of Massachusetts, or do we 
want to pull those (assets) back?” he asks. 

Taxpayers will not lose out by voting no on 
Question 4, because there are always new 
opportunities to cut taxes, St. George says. As 
of Jan. 1, child-care deductions will be dou- 
bled, and two years ago the state doubled per- 
sonal exemptions, he says. “We're always 
finding ways to (help) taxpayers. If the econo- 
my stays strong and the budget stays healthy, 
we'll continue down that path.” 

Andover State Rep. Barry Finegold, a 
member of the Joint Committee on Taxation 
who does not support this particular plan for 
a tax rollback, agrees that a better opportuni- 
ty to cut taxes is not far away. 

The House has another plan in the works 
that is similar to Question 4, but has a safety 
catch to it, he says. 

“The plan I support is that we would roll 
back the taxes to five percent only if we con- 
tinue to have the same type of growth that we 
have seen these last couple of years,” he says. 
“As long as the economy continues to grow, 
which so far it has, we can afford it.” 

A member of the Mass. Taxpayers Founda- 
tion, Finegold would like to see this plan take 
effect for the 2001 tax year, which is noted in 
the state ballot book. 

Finegold disagrees with Question 4, 
because there are no fall-back positions if the 
economy takes a plunge. 

“If suddenly we go into a deep recession, 
we'll be rolling back taxes and (state) aid 
would be cut. There would be no stopping it, 


like snowballing down the hill.” Passing 
Question 4 would mean towns like Andover 
would have to consider cutting back on ' 


schools and public safety, he says.

Making the grade:

ara Bachner is training 
for the 2001 Boston 
Marathon. “The hardest 
thing is getting out of bed in 
the morning,” she says. 

That's not a_ surprise, 
because she trains for two 
hours a day, six days a week, 
while working her full-time 
job as a conference coordina- 
tor at ClickZ, an online Inter- 
net trade publication in North 
Andover. The weather is get- 
ting colder, and each day it 
gets light later and dark ear'li- 
er. 

She passed a training land- 
mark on Oct. 22, when she ran 
the Baystate Half Marathon in 
Lowell, and she is showing no 
signs of letting up. Although 
she has no particular history 
as a runner, she made the deci- 
sion to run the marathon this 
past July. 

What is driving Bachner 
toward plowing through these 
26 hard miles? 

It is the memory of her 
mother, Candy Bachner, a 
well-loved Andover  kinder- 
garten teacher, who died from 
ovarian cancer in January 
1999 at age 52. Now Tara Bach- 
ner is going to run the Boston 
Marathon as a member of the 
Dana-Farber Cancer Institute 
team. 


Cancer is 
not right or | 
fair. There's 


no reason why 
I shouldn't 
have my moth- 
er at age 27,” 
says Bachner, 
now 29. Dur- 
ing the last six 
months of her 
mother’s _ ill- 
ness, Bachner 
quit work to 
care for her. 

She is now 
fully commit- 
ted to the 
Dana-Farber 
cause, and she 
has been very 
impressed 
with their 
Boston 
Marathon 
fundraising 
program. “It’s very intimate,” 
she says. 

Becoming a member of their 
marathon team was no cake- 
walk, however. Bachner likens 
the application process to 
applying for college, complete 
with personal essays and 
pages of forms to fill out. 

She says Dana-Farber typi- 
cally is allotted 300 numbers, 
or places, in the Boston 
Marathon, and 200 of those are

Bachner had put herself on a 
fitness training program earli 
er this year, and to reach the 
fitness goals she had set for 
herself, she found that she was 
having to increase her cardio 
vascular workout, which 
meant more and more time on 
the treadmill. At the same 
time, she was looking for 


lessons.

er’s memory. 

“I wanted to do something 
for my mother, and I just 
found my way to it through 
running,” she says 

The Dana-Farber program 
was a perfect match for Bachn 

“| wanted to do two things,” 
she says, “raise money for a 
subject I'm passionate about, 
and meet other people in simi 
lar circumstances to mine.” 
Once she was accepted as a 
member of the Dana-Farber 
team, she found herself part of 
a close-knit group that has 
only fed her already high level 
of motivation and inspiration. 

“The bonds are unbeliev 
able,” she says of the group, 
which holds periodic meetings 
as well as weekly group runs. 

Bachner was very 
impressed with the fact that in 
last year’s Boston Marathon 
the Dana-Farber team raised 
$2.2 million. She says that all 
of the money goes directly to 
the group’s  cancer-research 
efforts. In fact, she says, three 
of the scientists from the can- 
cer institute are themselves 
running on the team. 

The average Dana-Farber 
team member raises $5,000. 
Bachner’s goal is to raise 
$10,000. Fundraising activities

Lawrence, and the Home Health Visiting Nurs- 
es’ Association. McGillivray says that last 
year, the 7,800 participants in the Feaster Five 
raised more than $60,000 for the two charities. 
This year, he hopes that at least 8,000 people 
will participate and that $100,000 will be raised. 

This year, all net proceeds will again benefit 
Lazarus House and Home Health VNA. 
According to McGillivray, it is the charities 
that provide the motivation for “usually 
around 800” volunteers to relinquish precious 
family time on Thanksgiving to help ensure 
that the race runs smoothly 

Racers may be motivated by guilty plea- 
sures, too, such as getting the long-sleeve T- 
shirts that are given to the first 6,000 partici- 
pants who register, or the apple pies that are 
handed to everyone who finishes the race. 

“I'm a big fan of the T-shirt,” says Mitchill.

Word proces- 
sors are also available for use in the library 

Through its membership in the Merrimack 
Valley Library Consortium (MVLC), the library 
provides access to a computerized catalog of the 
holdings of 29 libraries. In addition, the library 
has access to the more than 38 million holdings 
throughout 65 countries. Memorial Hall Library 
serves as the center for Regional Reference and 
Research and Inter-Library Loan for 250 
libraries in the Northeast Massachusetts Region- 
al Library System (NMRLS). 

The Children's Room provides many varied 
and inviting resources for children from infancy 
through sixth grade. The collection includes 
books, magazines, puzzles, CD's, audio and video 
cassettes, software, and “books-on-tape.”
